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East Asian Library Subscribes to Two Taiwan Academic Databases

The Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library has subscribed to two electronic databases from Taiwan to fill the 
existing gap of academic journals from Taiwan in our printed journal collection. Taiwan Electronic Periodical 


Services (A387 S11) IRI%48, TEPS) is an online database covering full-text academic journals from research 
institutions in Taiwan. The Chinese Electronic Theses & Dissertations Service (Ay hace f= ira ac RAEN, CETD) 
database provides full text access to doctoral dissertations and master theses from 49 major universities in 
Taiwan, from 2004 to the present. 


Currently TEPS contains more than 900 titles of academic journals in various disciplines. The subject coverage 
includes humanities, social sciences, natural sciences, applied sciences, and medical & life sciences. The major 
publishers of these e-journals are universities and colleges as well as government institutes. The earliest 
retrospective coverage of the journals goes back to the early 1990s. 


TEPS can be accessed via the UofT Libraries’ online catalogue. You can also find links 

to the databases through East Asian Library’s web site under “Search for Articles”, in Inside this issue: 
the Chinese Studies Resources section. All major browsers, such as Internet Explor- 
er, Firefox, Chrome, and Safari are supported. Besides subject browsing capability, 
search functions include a quick search by inputting traditional Chinese characters 
and English terms, and an advanced search, which supports Boolean and other 
search options. The search results are listed under title, author, journal title, volume 
number, publication date and page number. Detailed display of individual articles 
provides users with abstract, keyword and other information in both Chinese and Internet Resources 
English. If the full-text article is available, it can be downloaded as PDF files. Highlights

CETD covers more than 200,000 full-text theses 
and dissertations. The interface of this database 
is in Chinese. However, users can still input 
English terms to perform a search. Besides a list 
of titles of dissertations or theses, the database 
also allows search results to be sorted by 
institution, date, type of degree, region and 
language. 


The full-text dissertations and theses are down- 
loadable as PDF files as well. The browse 
functionality under each specific institution 
provides a break-down list of colleges, depart- 
ments and other research units within that 
institution. The number of dissertations and 
theses for each are visible at all levels. For 
example, 139 theses are listed under Institute of 
Sociology, Taiwan National University. Most 
theses in this group can be downloaded. 
Detailed abstracts in Chinese and English have 
been provided for these theses, along with 
keywords and a list of references. 


Both TEPS and CETD have user-friendly inter- 
faces and straightforward browse and search 
functionalities. The list of search results are 
accurate and relevant. Further details about 
articles and theses can be found in the next 
layer of content display. The full-text contents 
have been provided in PDF format — the com- 
monly used file format for e-resources. The 
vendor has informed us that more journals 
and theses will be added to the database 
consistently. The library would also like to collect 


feedback from our patrons about these databases. The shortcomings of these databases include incomplete 
coverage of some journals. In addition, not all articles and theses offer full-text downloading, and some im- 
portant journals, such as journals published by the National Palace Museum, are not included in the database. 


As our users may be aware, we have relied on electronic journals as an important resource to supplement our 


limited selection of Chinese print journals for quite some time. The China Academic Journal (CAJ) database is a 


good example, with over 3,000 titles of coverage in the humanities and social sciences, providing many needed 


journals that we have not subscribed to in our print journal collection. E-journals also offer advantages by 


providing advanced search functions, easy access regardless of the user’s location, and downloadability. These 


newly added e-journals from Taiwan will enrich our existing print and e-journal collection for Chinese studies. 


Patrons will now be able to access more scholarly research resources from many academic institutions in 


Taiwan, including the Academia Sinica and National Taiwan University. 


Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library 
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(A Collection of Important Historical Documents of 
the Chinese Communist Party) 
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The East Asian Library is acquiring selected sections 
of the series, Zhong gong zhong yao li shi wen xian zi 
liao hui bian (A Collection of Important Historical 
Documents of the Chinese Communist Party), which 
collects historical documents of the Chinese 
Communist Party since 1949, including sources on 
major political figures, the Great Leap Forward, the 
Cultural Revolution, and many more key contempo- 
rary Chinese topics. Most of the documents have 
rarely been seen before, or have been classified as 
“internal materials (AZS4)” or “secret papers (fie 


ate)”. These sources are collected, sorted, and 


published by the Chinese Publications Service Center, 
an overseas organization based in Los Angeles, USA., 
and have attracted scholars’ attention worldwide. 


The acquisition of this collection will facilitate 


research on contemporary Chinese history at the 
University of Toronto. (G. Zhao) 
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The East Asian Library has acquired the collection 
of books entitled Minguo ji cui (REZ, A 
Collection of Publications from the Republican 
Period of China), which includes 7,380 titles and 
7,843 


volumes selected from _ publications 


published during the Republican period in China 
(1912-1949). 


The history of the Chinese collection at the East 
Asian Library goes back to 1933, when the Rev. 
William C. White, former Anglican Bishop of Henan, 
China, purchased some 40,000 volumes collected 
by scholar Mu Xuexun (36), 1880-1929). These 
books became the foundation for the University of 
Toronto’s East Asian library. However, publications 
from the Republican period of China were largely 
absent. Thus, the addition of these books fills a gap 
in the Chinese collection of the East Asian Library. 


The Republican period has been recognized as an 
era witnessing one of the most significant and 


sweeping intellectual revolutions in Chinese 


history. During this period, Chinese intellectuals 
looked to the West to incorporate Western thought 
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and research methodology into traditional Chinese 
modes of conducting research. Many new academic 
disciplines were established out of the traditional 
Chinese scholarly arenas of history, philosophy, and 
literature. The publications of this period reflect this 
intellectual development of modern China. The 
books of this collection will be catalogued and made 
available to library users soon. (G. Zhao)

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The East Asian Library has acquired the 100-volume 
Chinese Buddhist canon entitled Zhongguo Han wen 


da zang jing bu bian (Bye sc KiACHiaG, The 


Supplementary Chinese Collection to the Great 


Treasury of Sutras, alternatively titled Long zang bu 


bian 4 jek Ai Sn) . 


This collection includes in a total of 658 Buddhist 
Sttras that are not included in the Long zang 
(alternatively known as Long Tripitaka jis, or 


Qianlong da zang jing ke Ki, or Qing zang iitiK, 
which collects 1,669 Buddhist texts), but are found in 
other Buddhist collections in China, excluding texts of 
Tibetan Buddhism and Theravada Buddhism.

(ALAR EALE RK) is comprised of a_ selection of 


Hokusai’s sample drawings, and is exquisitely re- 


produced with the Edo-period woodblock tradition 
and Japanese-style book binding to resemble the 
original publication. The six-volume set includes a 
supplement written by Seiji Nagata, the Director of 
the Katsushika Hokusai Bijutsukan, an expert in ukiyoe 
art.

Expeditions and Discoveries delivers maps, photographs, and published 
materials, as well as field notes, letters, and a unique range of manuscript materials on select expeditions be- 
tween 1626 and 1953. It offers important, often unique, historical resources for students of anthropology, ar-

Images of Colonialism

The Images of Colonialism Collection, another digital humanities project of Harvard University, presents a 
visual record of early European contacts with Asia and Africa, and is a primary visual resource for historical and 
socio-cultural studies. Made up largely of late-19th and early-20th century trade cards and illustrated 
European newspapers, this collection of more than 700 images offers insight into European perspectives on 
varying aspects of the colonial experience by documenting how popular perceptions of Asia and Africa were 
created and disseminated. The collection can also be used to draw contrasts between colonial attitudes 
among the French, British, German, and Dutch colonizers and the realities in the colonies. (L. Gan)

Sidney D. Gamble (1890-1968), an amateur photographer, was a sociologist and renowned 
China scholar. He visited China several times in the early 20th century to collect data for 
socio-economic surveys, and photographed Chinese urban and rural life, public events, 
architecture, religious statuary, etc. After his death, Gamble's photos were donated to Duke 
University by his daughter. This digital collection has more than 5,000 photos of the Gamble 


collection, primarily of China, taken between 1908 and 1932. (L. Gan)

Fuminori Nakamura Visits the East Asian Library 


On October 27, 2014, the Cheng Yu Tung East Asian Library had the pleasure of welcoming Mr. Fuminori 
Nakamura (414) CHIJ), the Japanese author who became internationally known after winning the 
prestigious Kenzabur6 Oe Prize for his novel The Thief (#4). The Thief was described as “a literary crime 
masterpiece that follows a Japanese pickpocket lost to the machinations of fate. Bleak and oozing 
existential dread, The Thief is simply unforgettable” (cover, published by Soho Crime). 


At the age of 37, Mr. Nakamura has authored 10 novels and several collections of short stories. Aside

‘awarded the Shincho Prize for New Writers (2002), 


the Noma Literary Prize for New Writers (2004), and 
the prestigious Akutagawa Prize (2005). Saigo no
